~ — If you're*-: typical- of the 
thousands of parents who 
plan to send their youngsters 
to camp this summer, you're 
already being plagued by 
doubts and apprehensions. 

Is the camp safe? Will 
my youngster get homesick? 
How can I tell which camp to 
select? thejse are only a 
few of the dark doubts form- 
. ing in your mind.. 

Before they rise to over- 
flowing and -spoil little John 
— or-Jane ! Srfunrit-s-a-good.-idea 
to resolve these doubts 
now— while the new adven- 
ture is "still in its planning 
stage.

Any good camp will re- 
quire a physical 'examination 
of your child, with special 
attention to immunizations 
and physical endurance.

To 
play it safe, have your fam- 
ily physician' examine him 



well in advance -of his camp 
stay.
